The police service can be improved only 
by importing good and honest men into it, and not by giving increased 
salaries to the present class of police officers. No increase of salary will, for 
instance, make the present class of constables and writer-constables free from 
corruption. But increased salary and a pensionable service may in future 
attract a better class of constables to the police service. As improvement 
with the present staff of police officers is impossible, all grades of police 
service should be thoroughly overhauled. Speaking generally, the present 
District Superintendents and their Assistants are a worthless lot, and better 
men should be appointed in their place. District Superintendents should be 
at times selected from among able Deputy Magistrates. The proposal to 
promote able Inspectors to Deputy Magistrateships does not commend itself 
tothe writer, who is for making such Inspectors officers in the native army 
and thereby attracting educated men into the police service. To make the 
police service efficient it is necessary to attract good men into it and to weed 
it of the worthless European element.

boys, Hindu boys cannot possibly be taught 
morality in schools established after the European model. Hindu morality 
indissolubly connected with Hindu religion—the one cannot exist without the 
other. And if Hindu boys are to be taught morality, they must first of all 
be taught to respect the observances of their religion, to respect Brahmins, 
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and to observe the rules of caste. This being the case, it must be readily 
admitted that schools where no rules of caste are observed, where Brahmin 
boys are made to salute Sudra teachers, and where the son of a Chandal is 
considered to be on the same footing as the son of a Brahmin, are not the 
best places where Hindu boys could be taught principles of morality. 
Discipline and etiquette may be taught in such schools, but such discipline 
and etiquette are certainly not in accordance with Hindu religion. In fact 
morality cannot exist without religion, and the morality which is supposed 
to be based on all religions is no morality. It is a sort of muddle like the 
religion of the New Dispensation. And Government is now anxious to 
teach this muddle to the boys at schools and colleges. Hindu boys 
reading in modern schools may be taught obedience, discipline, external 
decorum and such like things, but the attempt to implant true principles of 
morality in their minds is sure to fail.

The Education Resolution of Gov- criticises some of the proposals which have 
ernment. been made in the recent Education Resolu- 
tion of Government with the view of improving the morality of school- 
boys :— 

1. Colleges for the training of teachers will not help the cause of 
morality in schools. As teachers brought up in such 
colleges will receive an un-Hindu training, they will not 
be able to teach morality to Hindu boys. As stated in 
the last issue of this paper, Hindu boys cannot be taught 
true morality in modern schools conducted after the 
European model. The attempt of the Principals and 
Professors of Government colleges to teach morality to the 
boys will for these reasons fail. 

2. No moral readers like that compiled by Mr. Tawney will help 
to develop the moral notions of Hindu boys. No moral 
precepts not practised in every-day life will do good to the 
boys. The moral regeneration of Hindu boys must 
depend entirely on their acting according to the precepts of 
their religion. 

3. The practice of keeping character diaries will do very little 
good. It may make bad boys simulate good behaviour 
during school hours through fear. However, the practice 
is not very objectionable. 

4, The system of appointing monitors is good, but care should be 
taken in selecting monitors. 

5. The proposal not to allow big boys to read in the same class 
with little boys is very good. 

6. Gymnastics is calculated to do both good and harm to the boys. 

7. Some of the inter-school rules framed by Sir Alfred Croft are 
objectionable. At present the Principals of many schools 
and colleges levy extra fees before granting transfer 
letters to boys, and this improper practice is rather coun- 
tenanced than discouraged by these rules. The guardians 
of boys should be allowed perfect freedom in the matter of 
choosing their schools. _ ; 

_ The writer is very sorry that disobedience, insubordination and other 
vices have now become conspicuous traits in the character of the school- 
boys, but he is of opinion that the rod alone will not remove these vices.

As it is only poor 
people who use hackney carriages, the raising of the rate of carriage hire will 
cause much inconvenience. Having regard to the fact that the existing 
ticca gharis are a great improvement upon the chhakkors which they have 
displaced, the desired improvement, which it is now sought to effect by force, 
will come of itself in the course of time.

(g)—Railways and communications, including canals and trrigation. 


14. The Tangail correspondent of the Hitakari, of the 15th November, 
A ferry ghit in the Mymensingh Complains of the miserable condition of the 
Cistriet, ferry ghat at Kagmarid, near Tangail, in the 
Mymensingh district. A better ferry boat ought to be constructed, for the 
present boat causes great inconvenience to passengers. ‘The make of the 
boat also renders it impossible for horses and cattle to be transported. The 
man in charge of the ferry refuses to get a more convenient boat, as, he 
says, the boat belongs tothe zemindar, who ought tosee tothe matter. The 
writer suggests that the charge of the ferry giat be taken in hand by the 
local municipality, as the conveniences of passengers cannot then fail to be 
looked after by the municipal authorities. 

15. The Dacca Prakdsh, of the 16th November, now despairs of the con- 
struction of the Dacca-Goalundo tramway. The 
statement made in the Anglo-Indian press, that 
there is a proposal for constructing a railway from Dacca to Burmah, does not 
seem to be unfounded. That railway will be far more advantageous and pro- 
fituble if itis carried through Sylhet, Silchar, and Manipore than if it is carried 
straight through Chittagong to Mandalay. If there be no difficulty in con- 
structing so large a railway, there can be also no difficulty in constructing 80 
small and profitable a railway as one from Dacca to Goalundo would be. 
It will be a farsighted act on the part of Government if it forbids the Dacca 
District Board to construct the proposed tramway in view of its own intention 
tv construct a railway line over the tract. But Government will only injure 
Dacca and lay itself open to blame if it prevents the construction of 3 
tramway without having any intention of its own to construct a. railway. 

16. A correspondent of the same paper strongly objects to the 
circular issued by Mr. Craven, District Traffic 
. Superintendent of Allaiabad, requiring all 
Station-masters and persons under them to allow railway oflicers above the

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‘ank of Railway Inspector free access to all parts of their quarters. Now, as 
by far the largest number of these station-masters and their subordinates are 
Hindus, living with their pardanashin females, and as the inspecting officers 
sre all Europeans or Kurasians, the inconvenience which this circular will cause 
may easily be imagined. The correspondent has himself seen an Eurasian 
Inspector ogle at a Brahmin station-master’s young daughters, and con- 
taminate his kitchen by stepping into it, on the occasion of such 
inspection. An English officer has laid sacrilegious hands on a Hindu 
temple at Durbhunga, and another English officer has burned Hindu religious 
books at Multan with impunity, and recently an English planter has been 
applauded for burning down a Hindu temple in Central India. ‘Will the 
issuer of the above circular too escape with impunity? The future conse- 
quences of such interference with the Hindu religion should be considered. 
If the Hindus ever rise in defence of their religion, a fire will be kindled, 
which all the waters of the Ganges and all the snows on the Himalayas will 
not put out.

which Englishmen in this country regard the 
The Englishman on the scheme of natives has been manifesting itself since the 
. s ‘ Iibert Bill agitation. The English want to 
keep the natives in perpetual subjection, and this desire has made itself 
manifest at various times and in various ways. A fresh occasion has now 
arisen for the European community to give expression to this jealousy. 
It is the proposal submitted to the Government of India by the Bengal 
(Jovernment for appointing a few native Deputy Magistrates and Subordinate 
Judges to the offices of District Magistrate and District Judge. The 
Civilians seem to think that appointments in the upper Executive and 
Judicial Services ought to be their monopoly, and that Government is trying 
to throw obstacles in the way of their advancement in the public service by 
proposing to admit a few natives to those services. And the Englishman, 
the organ of the Civilians, has already commenced sending forth rancorous 
articles, and is evidently making preparations for a violent agitation against 
Sir Steuart Bayley’s proposal. ‘'he signs of an impending storm are clearly 
visible. The Anglishman has threatened the Government with an agitation 
similar to that which was waged over the Ilbert Bill if the proposed scheme 
is carried into effect. According to the writer in that paper, tne European 
community have, since the time of Lord Ripon, cherished a secret jealousy 
of the natives, but have refrained from giving vent to it from an unwilling- 
ness to bring back the unpleasant scenes of the Ilbert Bill affair. But 
if the present proposal is carried out, they will lose patience and start a 
violent agitation. Considering how the Government of Lord Ripon was 
threatened into giving up the Ilbert Bill, it is not improbable that the 
present Government too will be made to give up their just scheme. The 
Englishman’s charge of breach of promise against tie Government is quite 
unfounded, for the Government has never promised to the Civilians to keep 
the appointments in the upper Executive and Judicial Services reserved 
for them, and them alone. 

The Bengal Government’s proposal is the result of the Public Service 
Commission’s recommendation for the abolition of the Statutory Service 
and the appointment in lieu thereof of efficient Deputy Magistrates and 
Subordinate Judges to the District Magistrateships and Judgeships, The 
European community, it would appear, is delighted at the abolition of the 
Statutory Civil Service, and their measure of joy will perhaps be full if the 
other part of the Commission’s recommendation is not given effect to. 
The Englishman has warned the Government against the step it is about 
to take, and says that the natives themselves will be dissatisfied at such 
preferment of only afew among them.

30. A correspondent of the Sudhakar, of the 7th November, Writing 
‘Lhe construction of a Hindu temple from Purulia, says that the Hindus of the towy 
opposite to a masjid in Purulia. having commenced the construction of 
temple of Shiva just opposite to a masjid, the Mahomedans of the place 
petitioned to the Deputy Commissioner for an order prohibiting the construc. 
tion of the temple. The Deputy Commissioner accordingly issued an order 
to that effect, and the Mahomedans generously offered the Hindus a plot of 
land in another quarter of the town andthe value of the building already 
constructed. But the Hindus, without the knowledge of the Mahomedans 
somehow induced the Deputy Commissioner to rescind his order and to 
permit the construction of the temple. ‘The Mahomedans then, as the last 
resource, appealed to the Commissioner of Chota Nagpore, but failing to 
receive any immediate reply from him, telegraphed to the Lieutenant-Governor 
praying for an order prohibiting any further progress in the construction of the 
temple pending the Commissioner’s order. The J.ieutenant-Governor 
wired the order prayed for, and also requested the Commissioner to make his 
decision known without delay. The Commissioner has not, however, made 
his decision known yet, although the construction of the temple has been 
completed. 

The correspondent in conclusion takes the Municipality to task for 
having given to the Hindus a lease for the piece of land on which the temple 
has been constructed. 

31. A correspondent of the same paper, writing from Bogra, says that 
it is especially the uneducated classes of Hindus 
who look upon the Mahomedans with extreme 
jealousy, and in the mofussil the mass of the population consists of such 
Hindus. The Mahomedans of the present generation are, on the other hand, 
so considerate and patient that they have brooked all oppression in silence, nay, 
they have not even failed to join in the rejoicings held on the occasions of 
the religious festivals of the Hindus. The correspondent concludes his letter 
with an appeal to the Mahomedan community to rouse themselves from 
their lethargy and cut off all connection with the Hindus, who seem to have 
forgotten the olden time when they used to consider themselves honoured 
by offering their sisters and daughters to the Mahomedans, and when they 
eagerly imitated every manner and custom of the Mahomedans. 

32. The Urdu Guide and Darussaltanat, of the 7th November, finds

The proposal relating to the establishment of an electoral college in 
the old Bill was objectionable and evoked much opposition from Mahomedan 
and European communities.

Considering the present state of the country, a proposal like 
that has no chance of being given effect to. In the new Bill Mr, Bradlaugh 
proposes to make the elective municipalities the basis of his scheme of 
representation. This is what it should be. In England it is the mupici- 
palities which form the basis of the Houses of Parliament. By abandoning 
Lord Cross’ Bill the Ministry have in a manner given a hint to the 
leaders of the Congress to moderate their demands.

36. The Samaya, of the 14th November, says that Babu Sambhy 
Chandra’s memorial to the Viceroy on the 
sabject of the curtailment of the Durga Puja 
holidays was sent on the 8th October last, but 
the reply to it came on the 18th of the same month, on the day, that is, on 
which the Puja holidays commenced. Lord Lansdowne sent the reply by a 
telegram, thereby showing his promptness in the disposal of the memorial, 
but His Excellency took good care at the same time to send it at a time when 
it could be of no use to the memorialists. This act of His Excellency may 
therefore be regarded as a stroke of crooked policy. But it is precisely acts 
like these which tend to lower Government in the estimation of the people. 
As the reply came on the day on which the holidays commenced, no case in 
which Hindu clerks were unjustly made to attend office could be brought 
to the notice of His Excellency. In future, if the clerks in any office object 
to attend office during the Durga Puja holidays, they will be told by their 
superior officers that, as they came last year, their objection could have no 
force. Thus in the course of time the Durga Puja holidays will be 
regulated solely by the orders of the Government of Bengal. 


37. The same paper says that, when a good ruler lays down his office, 
the people over whom he ruled become heartily 
sorry. When Lord Ripon, for instance, re- 
signed his office, all India was overwhelmed with sorrow. Such was also the 
case With the people of Bombay when Lord Reay resigned. But Sir Steuart 
Bayley is now aboat to lay down his office, and are the people of Bengal, 
Behar, and Orissa very much sorry for his departure? The popularity which 
His Honour gained when he assumed office has now greatly waned. People 
are now pointing to the New Municipal Act, the indigo oppression in the 
district of Jessore, and the curtailment of the Durga Puja holidays, and blaming 
His Honour. All rulers are not fortunate in securing the love and the respect 
of the ruled. In conclusion, it is proposed that, as being a Civilian himself, 
the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal cannot keep the Civilian body under 
control, and often overlooks their offences, the Lieutenant-Governors of 
Bengal, like the Governors of Madras and Bombay, should be selected from 
among English statesmen. 


88. The Banganivdsi, of the 14th November, says that, considering 
that the agitation for raising the age of 
consent has reached even England, and Gov- 
ernment itself appears to be moved by the cries of the agitators, the Hindu 
society should no longer keep itself indifferent in the matter. The greatest 
source of danger in such cases is that men not properly accountable as 
Hindus pass themselves off as such, and so induce Government to accept 
their advice. The tirst of such men was the late Raja Ram Mohan Ray who 
brought about the abolition of Suttee; the next is Pundit Iswara Chandra 
Vidyasagar, who prevailed upon the Government to pass the Widow 
Marriage Act, by which the remarriage of Hindu widows was made lega. 
Pundit Vidyasagar wanted the Legislature to pass an Act compelling 
every Hindu widow to take a husband, but the Legislature did not consider 
it nght to go that lencth. And now a pundit of this class, not recognised 
by Hindu society, has brought about the curtailment of the Durga Puja 
holidays. It is time that Hindus should shake off their lethargy and unmask 
these so-called pundits before the Government by making it acquainted 


with the true opinion of the Hindu community on the question of the agé 
of consent.
